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Trade Topics. 
Stuff Regulator. c 


Herewith are given illustrations of a new de- 
vice for regulating the flow of the stuff from 
the stuff-chest to the machine, and for conve- 
niently discharging the entire contents of the 
chest. 

This device consists of a combination of a 
convexed stuff-regulating float, with suitably 
connected arms or levers and a sliding rod sup- 
porting a regulating gate, and also of a parti- 
tion provided with a discharge opening in con- 
nection with another gate, to discharge the stuff 
when it is desired to empty the chest. The stuff- 
chest is also made narrower at the end or side 
from which its contents are discharged. 

Figure 1 is a perspective view of a stuff-chest, 
showing these improvements. Fig. 2 is a verti- 
cal section taken at broken line a b in Fig. 1. 

A is a box divided into three compartments 
by the partition B, which runs from one side of 
the box to the opposite side, and the partition 
C, which extends from the partition B to one 
side of the box. The larger compartment is 
provided with an aperture in the bottom, near 
its centre, through which the stuff is forced by 
& pump into the box beneath the float F, which 
rests upon the surface of the stuff. The parti- 
tion B does not extend so high as the sides of the 
box. Consequently, if more stuff is forced into 
the box after it is filled to a level with the top 
of partition B, the stuff wi}l escape by gravity 
over the partition into the two smaller com- 
partments, each of which is provided with an 
escape opening in the bottom, the opening D 
leading to the paper machine, and the opening 
E leading back to the reservoir, from which the 
stuff is pumped into the box. 

There is a gate, G, supported by the sliding- 
rod H. The lower end of the gate rests against 
the upper side of the partition B, and compels 
the stuff escaping from the box to flow through 
the narrow openings on either side of the gate. 
The sliding-rod H is connected with the float F, 
so that the one acts upon the other by means of 
the levers I and J, shaft K and upright L. 

When the stuff being delivered into the box 
from any cause changes in density or quality—for 
example, becomes thicker—it becomes necessary 
(since the pump supplies a constant quantity) to 
diminish the supply going to the machine and 
let the surplus escape, which is done by the 
action of the float upon the gate in the follow- 
ing manner: The thicker stuff does not run so 
freely over the partition B, and dams up, as it 
were, until the pressure is sufficient to force the 
same quantity over the partition. This dam- 
ming up causes the surface of the stuff in the 
box to assume a higher level and raise the float. 
As the float rises it ucts upon the levers and 
shaft before mentioned, and causes the rod H 
to slide to the left, or toward the opening which 
leads to the machine. The sliding-rod carries 
with it the gate, which narrows the outlet to 
the machine and widens the opening through 
which the surplus escapes. When the stuff in 
the box becomes thinner it flows over the par- 
tition more easily, the level is reduced, the float 
falls with the surface of the stuff, and the rela- 
tive size of the outlets changes to increase the 
supply to the machine. It is evident, therefore, 
that any variation in the thickness of the stuff 
acts to regulate the supply before any part of it 
can reach the machine. 

T is a discharging-gate provided with a han- 
dle U, by which it can be raised, sliding in sup- 
ports O, attached to the partition B, so as to 
leave open the aperture N in the lower side of 
the partition, through which the box may be 
emptied when not in use or when desired. 

Floats have been heretofore employed to act 
by means of a disk or wheel and levers upon a 
movable gate to vary the size of the outlets, 
This device dispenses with the disk or any 
equivalent thereof and applies the power from 
the float to move the rod H, which supports the 
gateG. By means of any of the thumb-screws 
PP’ the gate can be adjusted to any desired 
position upon the sliding-rod, and in this way 
exact control of the weight of the paper can be 
secured by varying the position of the gate upon 
the rod. 

The lever I may be slotted to admit the end 
of the rod H and work against pins in the rod; 
or the rod may be slotted to receive the levers. 
The frame which supports the shaft K is verti- 
cally adjustable by set-screw Q. By raising or 
lowering the shaft, thereby lengthening or 
shortening the lever I, the variations in the out- 
lets from the stuff-box may be increased or di- 
minished, as desired. 

The position of the gate to make paper of dif- 
ferent weights may also be varied by securing 
the lever J to the upright L at various distances 
from the float, or by adjusting the gate in dif- 
ferent positions upon the sliding support H, or 











in both ways. As heretofore constructed, floats 
have been made rectangular in form, which 
prevents their acting quickly to rise and fall 
with the stuff on which they rest, due, in a 
measure, to the adhesion of the thick stuff to 
the sides of the float. It is claimed that the best 
form for a stuff-float is the form shown in the 
drawings, which is hollow and convexo-convex 
on the outside. It may be made solid, of some 
light substance, and convexo-plane, the plane 
surface being the upper surface, and it may be 
of any suitable material, although copper is 
preferred. Such a float rides freely upon the 
surface of the stuff, and will even respond to 
the pulsations of the pump, which facilitates 
the passage of the stuff through the 
outlets by agitating the gate. 

The failure of all attempts to ef- 
fectually regulate the flow of stuff 
in paper machines by means of floats 
has been largely due to the width of 
the outlets, which were left the same as 
in the ordinary stuff-boxes. If the out- 
lets are made narrow, variations in the 
thickness of the stuff will produce } 
greater variations in the height of the 
surface of the stuff in the box than 
they would if the outlets were wider. 
Consequently the float is more sensibly 
and effectually acted upon by slight 
variations in the quality of the stuff. 
The inventor prefers to make them nar- 
rower by inserting the angular-shaped 
pieces, R R, in the stuff-box, although it 
may be done by making the box itself 
narrower at oneend or side. There may 
also be adjustable slides, S, sliding on 
the rod M, to vary the width of the 
outlets, one for each outlet. By con- 
structing the box so that the inside of 
the same shall be narrower on the side 
containing the outlets there is a 
greater agitation of the stuff on that 
side, caused by the inward flow from 
the pump. Settling of the heavier 
portions of the stuff in front of the 
gate and outlets is almost wholly prevented, 
and the stuff is more evenly mixed at the 


verge of the outlets. 
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Receipt for Making Babbitt-Metal. 


Take eight pounds of block tin, two 
pounds.of antimony, one pound of copper—a 
larger or smaller quantityZcan be used, 
taking care, ,however, to use the same 
proportions of each, as here given—these 
to be melted and mixed together over a 
hot fire. If the metal be too hard it may 
be softened by adding some lead. I have 
no doubt but this metal can be bought 
for less than you can make it ; but you 
seldom can get any to purchase but what 
is of an inferior quality. In fact, I would 
not recommend it. If madeaccording to 
receipt given above, I can recommend it 
as one of the best alloys that can be used 
for machinery running fast, it being of 
an oily nature, and not likely to heat, the 
friction being less than with any other 
alloy or metal. Journals will run on 
it, making two thousand revolutions per 
minute without heating. 

When making it, it is better to make 
a quantity that will last some time ; for 
as it is wanted it can be melted over again.— 
Pallett.

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Manwthetuss of Absorbent Pater. 


A new feature has been introduced in Eng- 
land in the manufacture of absorbent paper 
which when dampened or moistened with water 
can be used for the purpose of transferring suf- 
ficient moisture to ordinary transparent copying 
paper, so that the latter is capable of receiving 
under pressure a copy of letters or other manu- 
script or designs written in copying ink. By the 
use of this paper it is unnecessary to dampen the 
copying paper in the ordinary way by means of 
a brush, and it is consequently preserved from 
injury, while by the method of preparing the 
absorbent paper the latter becomes tough, dur-

able, {and not liable to become torn or injured 
when damp, while its absorbency remains unim- 
paired. A solution of chloride of zinc, prepared 
by immersing metallic zinc in commercial muri- 
atic acid diluted with an equal quantity of water, 


is used. When the action of the muriatic acid 
has ceased, the liquid is filtered; any iron 
which may be present is removed by adding

chloride of lime, care being taken that it is not 
in excess, and the oxide of iron thus formed is 
skimmed off. The chloride of zinc thus prepared 
is added gradually to liquid ammonia until the 
latter is saturated. A solution of nitrate of zinc 
is prepared in the same way as the chloride of 
zinc, except that the process for the removal of 
iron is not necessary, and the nitrate of zinc is 
concentrated, and any free nitric acid removed. 
The nitrate of zinc is dissolved in ammonia as 
long as the latter is capable of taking it up. 


Of the two ammoniacal solutions thus pre- 
pared, five parts are taken of that first described, 
containing chloride of zinc, to which add one 
part of the other containing nitrate of zinc, and 
about one-half per cent of a strong solution of 
glue or gelatine. To this compound solution add 
a small quantity of oxide of zinc until the so- 
lution becomes milky, and then coat both sides 
of any suitable absorbent paper with it, or im- 
merse the paper init. The paper is then dried 
and ironed either with a hot flat-iron, or by 
passing it between heated rollers, after which it 
is ready for use. 


Instead of treating ordinary paper in the 
manner described, a sufficient quantity of oxide 
of zine of high specific gravity may be mixed 
with the paper pulp during the process of manu- 
facture, and the paper when made is immersed 
in a solution of chloride of zinc in water or am- 
monia. The paper is then finished in the way 
already described. 

Absorbent paper prepared as described may

be used by damping it, and then placing it above 
the transparent copying paper, which is placed 
upon the letter or other document which is to be 
copied in an ordinary copying press ; or a sheet 
of the transparent copying paper may be placed 
upon the letter or manuscript on any flat sur- 
face, and the damped absorbent paper being 
placed above the former, is pressed down by 
hand with sufficient force to obtain the required 
copy. 





Bleaching Hemp and Flax Stock. 


A Belgian inventor has patented a process for 
bleaching hemp and flax and the common sub- 
stances, such as the stalks and shives 
thereof, which have hitherto resisted 
bleaching by simple chlorine, and thus 
rendering these matters useful in the 
manufacture of the finest white paper. 
The modus operandi is as follows : 

After the matters mentioned have been 
previously submitted to a lixiviation more 
or less powerful, according to the quality 
of the substances, and that they have 
been suitably bleached in gaseous chlorine, 
they are placed in the chloric vat, where 
the paste or stuff receives a first washing 
the usual manner, and when this primary 
operation has been conveniently effected, 
thatis tosay, when the paste or stuff has 
completely lost the yellow color (the effect 
of the gas bleachbing),and that the washing 
water, at first acid, has become clear, and 
so to speak neutral, the introduction of 
water is arrested while allowing the wash 
cylinder to operate until the half-stuff in 
the vat has attained the desired degree 
of concentration. This is the time for 
attacking the stalks and shives, the color 
of which, by reason of the washing, has 
become nearly black; caustic lye there- 
fore is now introduced in the vat, com- 
posed of equal parts of carbonate and 
chloride of lime. The strength of this 
bath is regulated according to the nature 
of the matters treated, and is generally pro- 
longed for two or three hours; at the end of 
which time it is impossible to discover the 
slightest traces of stalk or other matter in the 
stuff. After a fresh washing, destroying the 
brown color acquired by the lye, the bleaching 
of the stuff is proceeded with by means of a 
solution of chloride of lime, the quantity of 
which is reduced in proportion to the 
amount of bleaching already effected on 
the filaments by the action of the alkali, 
and sufficient to preclude the possibility 
of the presence of those stalks and 
shives that had resisted the bleaching ac- 
tion. This process is in the first place 
much more economical than the ordi- 
nary methods employed, and, moreover, 
has, it jis claimed, the great advantage 
of bleaching the stalks and shives so 
thoroughly, that the stuff may be kept 
in store with impunity by the manufac- 
turer. 
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Improvement in Strainers. 





This is an English invention which has 
reference to the ‘‘ Jog ” knotter or strain- 
er, and has for one of its objects to ren- 
der the movement or action of the 
knotter or strainer equal all over its sur- 
face, whereby the slits are prevented from 
filling up, and the knotter or strainer plates are 
worn evenly and equally, and therefore pass a 
larger quantity of pulp in relation to the gauge 
of plate or sieve used. It has also for its object 
the extraction of surplus water from the pulp 
after it has been strained, and before it reaches 
the paper-making machine wires, thereby lessen- 
ing the tear and wear on the wires, and causing 
them to last much longer. 


This improved ‘* Jog” knotter or strainer con- 
sists of the ordinary vat and strainer plate 
frame. The vat being mounted on vertical 
stendards or frames underneath the vat, a shaft 
is placed horizontally, on which are keyed step- 
ped cams or tappets and a driving pulley, by a 
belt passed round, or instead of the stepped tap- 
pets or crams, eccentrics, cranks, or other equiv- 
alents, may be used. This action may be com- 
municated also from a shaft or shafts, working 
either above or below, or at the side of the 
strainer ; but the arrangements as stated above 
are preferred, the principle being the same in 
all—that is to say, the rapid and simultaneous 
perpendicular jog or action given to the whole 
surface of the knotter or strainer. 

At or near each end the shaft is supported in 
brass or other suitable bearings, securely fixed 
in boxes, which latter are connected together by 
a pipe or tube, through which the shaft passes. 
The boxes and*the pipe or tube thus form one 
continuous chamber, containing the principal 
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moving parts of the apparatus, and as the cham- 
ber is filled with oil, tar, or other equivalent lu- 
bricant, the friction, tear and wear on these 
parts is reduced to a minimum. 

The strainer plate frame is supported by ver- 
tical rods, whose lower ends are in contact with 
the stepped cams or tappets, a rigid connection 
between the frame and the rods being effected 
by the cotters or keys, while the rods are at the 
same time free to move vertically through the 
sleeves or guides. The strainer plate frame is 
hinged, and the horns or brackets by which the 
frame is attached to the vertical rods, are each 
formed with a slot as indicated, so that on with- 
drawing the cotters or keys, the frame may be 
tilted or raised up in the usual manner, and then 
in this position the frame may fall on or “ jog” 
against pads fixed to the flange of the vat un- 
derneath the horns or brackets, or, and as it is 
preferred, it may drop upon the upper ends of 
the two top guides, and the amount of “ jog” 
given to the knotter or strainer plate frame is 
regulated by. wedges on which the boxes are car- 
ried. The wedges are capable of being moved in 
a horizontal plane by the screws, and when the 
“jog” has been regulated, they are securely 
fixed in position by the screw bolts. 

By constructing and operating the “ jog”’ 
knotter or strainer substantially as described, 
the whole surface of the strainer plates is avail- 
able for straining the pulp, the tear and wear 
on the moving parts is said to be reduced to a 
minimum, and the apparatus is practically noise- 
less. The mode of action as described also per- 
mits of an increase in the number of jogs per 
minute in excess of anything hitherto produced, 
each jog still being distinct and separate; there- 
fore us each distinct jog passes a certain quan- 
tity of stuff, it naturally follows shat the efficacy 


of the strainer relatively to the area of the 


plates or sieves employed is greatly increased, 
and the space required for strainer surface is 
less in proportion to the work done than in the 
case of any other machine of a similar class. 

The pulp on leaving the vat, and on its course 
to the machine wires, flows in the direction of 
the surface to the inclined frame, which is per- 
forated or covered with wire cloth of any re- 
quired degree of fineness, in passing down which 
the pulp parts with the surplus water, and then 
falls into the breast-box, from whence it passes 
to the wires in the usual manner. The surplus 
water extracted from the pulp on the inclined 
frame falls into the box or tank, and may be 
drawn off as desired.

Testing Steam Boilers.

The only means we have of ascertaining 
with any degree of certainty the safety of a 
boiier, is by the application of pressure, which 
should be under conditions as similar as practi- 
cable to those of actual work. Let a boiler be 
ever so carefully designed and constructed ac- 
cording to the knowledge acquired by careful 
research and long experience in the strength and 
disposition of its materials, and let every plate 
be tested before it is put in, there will still re- 
main an element of doubt as to the actual 
strength of the boiler since the material may 
have sustained injuries in the process of con- 
struction which have escaped detection. In the 
case of a new boiler, even by a first-rate maker, 
to say nothing of original and hidden flaws in 
the plates, bars, angle irons, and castings, there 
is always a possibility of defects such as bad 
welding, careless riveting, plates burnt in flang- 
ing or cracked in bending, and many other 
defects that may be traced to the want of skill 
or reckless negligence on the part of the work- 
men. 


Many cases of dangerons defects, which the 
strictest scrutiny of the completed boiler would 
fail to detect have been brought to light by the 
hydraulic test combined with careful inspection. 
The following may be given as examples. Ina 
new boiler the rivet holes in some of the shell 
plates instead of being about 13-16 inch diameter 
were discovered to have been repunched and 
made 1 inch by 13-16 in order to get the %-inch 
rivets through the holes in the adjoining plate. 
The section of the adjoining plates through the 
line of rivets was thereby reduced 14 or 15 per 
cent. more than necessary, and the strength was 
further diminished by the presence of incipient 
fractures produced by the reckless use of the 
drift. The difficulty, or rather impossibility, of 
keeping the joint tight in testing by hydraulic 
pressure led to the discovery of these defects 
which were certainly dangerous. 

In another case, the gusset plates of a Cornish 
boiler were found to be put in between the 
double-angle irons on the ends, with the material 
between the holes and edge of the plate nearly 
all cut away. Such a defect would not be ap- 
parent to the eye, being completely concealed, 
nor to the ear if tested by sound, yet its presence 
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was revealed by the bulging of the = or 
testing the boiler with water pre 
The wo cases indicate the p< ssible ea 
bility tte weedy srnal inspection of a finishec 
oiler, and show that b«< vilers should always be 
carefully inspec cted during construction, as well 
s when completed and reat ay for work.

Holyoke Notes. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. } 


Ho.tyoxe, Maas., May 3, 1883. 

There is no favorable change yet to report in 
the condition of business. The mills are all 
making less paper than usual, and most of them 
are managing to sell just about what they make. 
Some piled up paper before the first of January, 
and some have done so since, but, in most cases, 
the product of the past six months has been dis- 
posed of. The sales, too, figure up, the manufac- 
turers say, nearly what they were a year ago. 
It seems singular that, while these two things 
are so, the daily business, as shown by the 
orders, should be so dull. The fact is, the orders 
come in a sort of fitful way, showing unsteadi- 
ness in the market. Nearly all of the dealers are 
buying from hand to mouth, as it were, evi- 
dently fearing to put in their usual supplies, 
lest prices should go lower still. There 
are some exceptions, however, and I think 
there are likely to be more when the 
condition of things becomes known. For 
it does not seem possible that paper can 
be made and sold any cheaper than it is 
to-day. It certainly cannot without some radi- 
cal change in the items which go to make up its 
cost. The rag dealers do not look for any lower 
prices either on domestic or foreign stock, and 
the rags cannot certainly be collected much 
cheaper. If the price gets too low collectors 
stop work, because it doesn’t pay, the supply 
lessens, and up goes the price again. Coal, 
sizing and bleaching powders, three other im- 
portant items in the manufacture of paper, are 
all high, with no prospect of being much lower; 
while there has been no change in the great 
item of labor at all commensurate with the drop 
in the price of paper. This all goes to show 
that paper in Holyoke is made to-day on an ex- 
tremely small margin, and the more hopeful 
manufacturers look for an early rise in prices. 
The probability is that the dealers who put in 
good supplies at the present rates will have the 
advantage of their more timid brethren before 
fall. 

Holyoke has many natural advantages and 
ought to be both a healthy and a beautiful city. 
The residents of Springfield, who have never 
seen Holyoke, or who have not been here for ten 
years, would be surprised to come here and find 
some parts of this city as handsome as their 
own. Give it time and it will rival Springfield 
in many ways besides in population. A stranger 
who has seen considerable of the country said 
the other day that he knew of no place where 
one could see so many fine residences in so short 
awalk. The city is growing fast in this respect 
and the places that are not quite so new are be- 
ing improved every year. J. C. Parsons, for in- 
stance, is removing the fence from his fine place 
on the corner of Suffolk and Chestnut streets, 
and will put in its place a small brown-stone 
coping. Many other places have been treated 
in the same way, and more will be as the fashion 
spreads, 

The latest case of small-pox across the river 
had no connection with a paper mill. The fam- 
ily had just come to town and lived in sucha 
squalid way that the disease found them out, 
just as it is likely to anywhere when the condi- 
tions are right. There are worse places in every 
city than any part of a paper mill, and the fact 
that disease springs from the surroundings of 
one’s home is becoming more widely recognized. 

Springfield has a vigorous rowing association, 
and among the officers just elected for this year 
the vice-president is Charles H. Southworth, 
treasurer of the Hampshire Paper Company, of 
South Hadley Falls, while H. W. Southworth, 
treasurer of the Southworth Paper Company, 
West Springfield, and Dwight Holland, of the 
Powers Paper Company, are on the Finance 
Committee. 

The Connecticut River Railroad Company has 
made one more move toward giving Holyoke 
the great passenger depot so long talked of ; 
that is, it has offered the Second Baptist Society 
a fair price for its brick church, which stands 
near the proposed site for the depot. The so- 
ciety is about to build a new church, and will 
probably accept the offer. There is nothing 
which gives strangers so poor an impression of 
Holyoke as the miserable little depot, and, con- 
sequently, {nothing will do us more good than 
to see the new one begun and completed. 

J. W. Moore, foreman of the finishing depart- 
ment, at Whiting No. 2, was one of the delegates 
to the recent Irish Convention in Philadelphia. 
The report will be given Sunday to the local 
Land League. 

W. K. Baker, treasurer of the Collins Paper 
Company, sailed for Europe on Tuesday, fora 
health trip of a few weeks. 

Paper-stock dealers, paper buyers and other 
travelers will miss the familiar face of Charlie 
Chase, one of the landlords at the Holyoke 
House. Mr. Chase has given up the hotel busi- 
ness and gone with his brother, the lumber 
dealer. Major Bush continues the Holyoke 
House alone. 

The Water Power Company has begun blast- 
ing out the canal across the river to make it 
deeper. 

The weather has been cold during the past 
week and the river has fallen considerably. - 





Obituary. 





WILLIAM PLATNER. 


William Platner, the well known retired 
paper dealer and manufacturer, died at his 
residence at Newark, N. J., of Bright’s disease, 
on ‘Saturday, April 28. Mr. Platner was born 
in Columbia County, N. Y., in 1818. When 
eighteen years of age he went to Lee, Mass., as 
a clerk with Platner & Smith, paper manufac- 
turers. About four years afterward he en- 
gaged in mercantile business at Lee, Mass., on 
his own account, and continued therein until 


about the year 1847, when he went to Union- | 
ville, Conn., and with 8. Q. Porter established 
the paper manufacturing firm of Platner & 
Porter, which continued under this style until 
1854, when it was changed to the corporate 
name so very well known as the Platner & 
Porter Manufacturing Company. This concern 
has been very successful in business. At the 
last named date he sold his interest in the con- 
cern to Henry C. Hulbert, and returned to Lee 
and retired temporarily until 1866, when he 
came to New York and joined George W. Car- 
son in the sale of paper under the style of Plat- 
ner & Carson. After a few years Mr. Carson 
withdrew from the firm and a new partner- 
ship was formed, embracing Mr. Platner, Mr. 


Miller and F. A Flinn, under the style of Plat- | 


ner, Miller & Co. In 1875, owing to ill health, 
Mr. Platner withdrew from the firm and retired 
from active business, the firm name being then 
changed to Miller & Flinn, the same as at 
present. 

The deceased was twice married, and his 
last wife is still living, as are also a son 
by the first wife, and two sons through his 
second marriage. He was known as a man of 
the strictest integrity, and no one stood higher 
in commercial honor. He was singularly up 
right in all his dealings. His funeral took place 
on Tuesday afternoon and was attended by a 
large concourse of friends, among the number 
being many of his old business aquaintances.

Another Chapter of History Sought. 
To the Editor of .The Journal : 

It seems to be satisfactorily demonstrated, 
that Philip Caddell invented the suction box. I 
do not believe that a suction box could be found 
any where outside of a circle of ten miles around 
Edinburgh in the year 1848. Certainly, there 
was none in Scotland west of Penicuick at that 
date. This takes in Linlithgow, Bridge of Allan, 
Denny, Kilsyth, Airdrie, Dalsholm, Kelvindale, 
Woodside, Cathcart, Dalmuir and Overton pa- 
per mill,Greenock; and as for the dandy roll, it 
was not invented for many years after the in- 
troduction of the Fourdrinier machine. The 
date of the dandy-roll could not be earlier than 
1838. It may be that I was a little behind the 
times, but it was not until the year 1842 that I 
first saw a dandy roll, and it was not generally 
established even at that date. I have been 
asked a great many times when in company 
with paper makers, who invented chilled calen- 
der rolls, and not being able to answer the 
question, I would like to ask through the col- 
umns of THE JOURNAL for the desired informa- 
tion. Can any of your correspondents tell us 
where the first stack of chilled rolls was made 
and name the mill where they were put up? It 
is a late invention, I know, and the question 
will be easier answered now than fifty years 
hence.

A Practical Paper Maker. 
Mepvsa, N. Y., April 30, 1883. 
To the Editor of The Journal : 

When I expressed a wish that writers on sub- 
jects of interest to paper makers, should deal 
more in the practical, and less in theory, I did not 
intend to speak disrespectfully of theory. On 
the contrary I consider theory as essential 
and necessary as practice. Without it there 
would be few improvements of any kind, but 
when theory and practice are opposed, one to the 
other, theory must get out of the way. In the 
late discussion of the cylinder and vat question, 
it could easily be seen that the greater number 
of the miters had plenty of theory and little 
practice—at least so it seems tome. I did not 
advocate the use of a small cylinder, because I 
happened to have one, but for the reason that 
we make a better sheet of paper on a 24-inch 
cylinder, than my neighbors do who have larger 
ones. I sometimes visit other mills where large 
cylinders are in use, and have often seen the stuff 
drop or slide off from the wire before it was 
two inches out of the water, and that, too, when 
the suction was much stronger than we ever use 
on our cylinder. Now,I do not think myself 
perfect in the art of making straw paper. In- 
deed, I doubt if one manis capable of know- 
ing it all, but what little I do know anyone 
in the same line of manufacture is welcome to 
know, andl am always willing and pleased to 
give to the inquiring brother any information 
concerning paper making or paper machinery, 
that I may be in possession of.

Large and Small Cylinders. 
To the Editor of The Journal: 

Again I ask for space in your ever-welcome 
and interesting paper to defend my remarks on 
large versus small cylinders, as it seems to me 
| that there is an almost general misunderstand- 
ing. I refer to my first letter with illustrations 
of the difference in the working of cylinders. 
There has been a very liberal and somewhat 
sharp criticism about the depth of the cylinder 
in the vat, and I especially call the attention of 
“*M.,” who terms it absurd, &c., to my first com- 
munication, and ask him to carefully examine 
it and see what depth, &c., he finds so absurd. 
He will find the cylinder 54¢ inches above the 
water. I suppose that he will say: Why not 
raise the cylinder and run the vat full ?

that the shower pipe venting ¢ on the vat is in uni- | 


versal use. Of course, I assume that he uses a 
shower, and if he does he will find that if he | 
runs the vat full he must throw the shower on a | 
horizontal line to keep it from striking the cyl- 
inder after it enters the pulp which would cause | 
streaks in the paper. The result is that by strik- 
ing the cylinder thus we create a very heavy 
spray on the paper after it has left the cylinder, 


| and this is objectionable for many reasons. 


What I wish to say is that we can get the same 
amount of forming surface and overcome this 
heavy spray by turning the shower downward.

Is ‘*‘ M.” the same party who, when the stuff- | 
pump question was argued, said that he made a | 
seat for the valve out of pipe? I would be glad 
to know. For my part, I don’t see how we can 
argue practical workings without some theory, 


| but I trust that someone will tell me how it is 


done. 
I wish to say a few words more in favor of 


| the large cylinder in comparison with the small. 


We will assume that A has a 24x72-inch cylin- 
der and B has a 36x72-inch. A has 273f square 
feet forming surface, if the cylinder is raised 
53¢ inches above the water. We will suppose 


the same conditions. A’s has 27°34 square feet 
forming surface, B’s has 4534 square feet form- 
ing surface. Again, we will assume that A 
and B each run the water four inches lower 
inside; for convenience, we will suppose that 
each square foot of external pressure exerts 10 
pounds. A gets 2474¢ pounds; B gets 4574¢ 
pounds exerted. 

Now, what I wish to show is that if it is neces- 
sary to run the water 4 inches, or any depth, to 
take up a desired thickness of paper on the 24- 
inch cylinder, you can take up the same web | 
with only 2 2-5 inches head on 36 inches. The 
ratio is 2 2.5 to 4 inches. 

Now, if this open wire is objectionable, as has 
been argued, then we not only have a great ad- 
vantage in the forming surface of the 36-inch 
cylinder, but we can reduce the head of water | 
from 4 to 2 2-5 inches, thereby causing a more | 
quiet flow of water to the cylinder, for, as we 
increase the head or lower the inside water, we 
get a more rapid flow and a greater pressure, 
which causes more water to pass through. I 
trust that this may be examined without preju- 
dice by those interested. Then let me hear if I 
am wrong. F.

Speed versus Size. 
To the Editor of The Journal: 

It is somewhat amusing to read ‘‘G. W. L.’s”’ 
communication of the 11th, in which it appears 
that his fund of conceit is not all exhausted, al- 
though he has retracted that wild 200-foot-speed 
statement. He hasspoken of several people who 
have not sustained his vacillating opinions—‘‘not 
good authority,” ‘‘ experience limited ”—and 
proceeds as if he were an appointed missionary 
to enlighten the heathen. In first considering 
this subject of large cylinders versus small cylin- 
ders for fast speed, he was so enthusiastic as to 
claim miracles for the 24-inch size, but upon 
mature deliberation and reading the columns of 
THE JOURNAL, he thought it best to change his 
views and says: ‘* The 24-inch cylinder would 
not be preferable to a large one,” and in calling 
‘*M.” up before the judgment seat he advises him 
that if ‘“‘he values his power, he should stand 
by the small cylinder.” In his second message 
the ‘“‘large cylinder is preferable to the small 
one.” The next thing that emanates from him 
is that he thinks it best to advise his friends to 
**stand by the small cylinder.” What a hash 
this is! What has happened that has so be- 
fogged his mind and caused him to shed so much 
infantile logic and advice? This Fort Miller 
correspondent seems to think that I have evaded 
answering his query about the cause of cloudi- 
ness manifest in some cylinder-made paper. To 
this I will say that the ground has been gone 
over so much that I thought it unnecessary. 
This cloudiness or wild formation has been at- 
tributed to various causes : sometimes the couch- 
er ; sometimes water from the slice ; occasionally 
stuff emptied into the chest before ready ; some- 
times one thing and sometimes another; but when 
the stuff, coucher and all of the vat arrange- 
ments are in order and right, and the cylinder 
forms nicely ata moderate speed, then is the 
time to determine whether increasing the speed 
will change the formation of the stuff. Suction 
and vat changes being made to accommodate 
this increased speed, see what the result will be. 
The faster the cylinder revolves, the more 
cloudy will the appearance of the paper be 
found; and right here is the trouble, suggested 
to my mind, and instead of concentrating the 
current of water all upon a small surface, sub- 
stitute a large cylinder for fast speed, have an 
increased surface, and the currents are widened 
and diffused, thereby obviating this increased 
current, and instead of shooting the stuff at the 
small cylinder and whizzing through the ming- 
ling fibres, the forming surface is subjected to 
the suction long enough to fill up the open 
places, and this concentrated current is distrib- 
uted equally as well as when running at a mod- 
erate speed with the ordinary 30-inch cylinders. 

It is an indisputable, undeniable, incontro- 
vertible fact, that small cylinders running at 
very fast speed, will make cloudy, wild-formed 
paper. There are some principles existing that 
cannot be set aside by theorizing or by conflict- 
ing statements. Every manufactured article 
has its crude form. Cloth is woven and finished 
by degrees; paper is gradually formed and 
gains in texture and formation from the first 
immerging of the forming surface into the 
mingling fibres of the mixing vat water, until 
the sheet is complete and made. Now, if the 
speed has been doubled, so as to require the cyl- 
inder to rotate several times as fast as it was 
calculated to run at, and if we still expect it to 
do equally as good work as if enlarged to corre- 
spond with the demands for fast speed, why, 
then it is time to dump reason and discard all 
mathematical calculations ; but it is absurd and 

will look bad in print. YORKER.

Smith & Atwood, Boston, which failed, the fail- | 
ure at the time eliciting much criticism from its | 
creditors. He subsequently came to New York, 
and was employed as a salesman for C. B. | 
Hewitt & Co. Later on he went into the paper | 
brokerage business with H. J. Medbery, and 
formed the firm of Medbery & Smith, and lo- | 
cated at 72 Duane street. This firm was dis- | 
solved in March of last year, and Mr. Smith con- 
tinued the business, removing a few months ago 
to 20 Reade street. Nothing has been known of his 
whereabouts by his family or business asso- 
ciates since Thursday, April 26. On the 
afternoon prior to April 26, before leaving his 
office he requested his two clerks to be early in 
their attendance the next morning as he had 
considerable for them to attend to on the follow- 
ing day, Thursday. He went to his home in 
Brooklyn that evening and his wife says that he 
suffered exceedingly with headache and rested 
very little that night. He arose very early on 
Thursday morning and coming over to New 
York did not go to his office but sent a telegram | 
to his office saying that he had gone to Harlem 
on business and would return about 2 o’clock. He 
returned to his homein Brooklyn later in the 
day and bid his family good-bye, saying that he 
was going out of town, and then went away re- 
fusing to answer any questions as to where 
he was going, and this is the last that 
has been seen of him. Various opinions 
are expressed as to the cause of his dis- 
appearance. An intimate friend and a near

New York, said to be from $1,500 to $2,500,
